Claims 1-4, 6-18, 20-32, 34-43 and 45-53 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 15, 29 and 
40 are independent claims. 

The present title of the invention is "Method and Apparatus for Correcting Pixel Level Intensity 
Variation".
